Insults or Sonnets 
Just a Dial Away 


DETROIT (UPI) — For just $4, Steven Kay will recite Shakespearean 
sonnets of unrequited love to your sweetheart, or he’ll telephone your boss to 
tell him he’s a turkey 
Kay, 23, is the man behind “ Insults, Compliments, E tc.,” a 3-month-old, 
dial-a message firm that painlessly relays those dark, hidden thoughts most 
folks are too discreet — or chicken — to deliver themselves. 
“ I’m offering people a chance to say something to someone else without 
jeopardizing their jobs or their relationship,” said Kay, whose main line of 
work is selling com puters for a Houston firm. 
Kay directs the service from his home as a sideline, with two employees 
doing most of the actual dialing. 
Not surprisingly, most of the demand is for insults. 
“ There are a lot of angry people out there,” Kay said. 
He told the tale of the driver who backed into his neighbor’s car without 
realizing the owner was watching The victim enlisted Kay’s service. 
“ When your car kissed mine the other day, it left its green lipstick,” was 
the message he gave Kay to deliver. “Are you going to call me or am I going 
to have to call you?” 
No profanity is allowed, but Kay is not prone to go too far in the other 
direction either 
“ I got one request with no money,” he said. “ The guy asked me to read the 
Bible to his wayward daughter — both the Old and the New Testament. I 
turned it down. Too long!” 
Kay said he’s “ too softhearted” to deliver many of the insults himself and 
relegates most of the dirty work to his employees 
He said he wishes there was a greater demand for compliments. 
“ I’d do those myself, especially if it was a nice lady. I might even call back 
a couple of times — free of charge.” 
Those wishing to make use of Kay’s service simply mail the essential 
information for the message to a post office box listed in advertisements that 
are carried in local newspapers. 
The message is delivered exactly as requested, Kay said, and he does not 
identify himself as the “dial-an-insult” man or anything else in particular. 
Kay w ill even take down a response to the message and mail it back, if one 
is requested.

training specialist in the division,

training. It involves technical experts 
from the Department of Public Safety 
and Texas Traffic Institute among 
others. 
A third of the program is on prac­ 
tical field problem s outside the 
classro o m . T rainees m ake speed 
estim ates from skid m arks and scaled 
sketches of accident scenes. 
Sessions in progress cover traffic 
te m p la te 
calculations,

m easurem ents and sketches, road­ 
way m arks and photography. The 
stu d en ts are also in stru c te d in 
medical injuries and examinations. 
Classroom work also goes into civil 
and criminal law, case preparation, 
courtroom demeanor and laboratory 
aids. Training includes a number of 
field projects. 
“When our students go back to their 
departm ents, they have a thorough 
understanding of the difference 
between traffic accident reporting 
and traffic accident 
investigation, 
with detailed groundwork for doing 
it,” Kenner said.

Conservatives Combat 
Feminists’ Viewpoints 


HOUSTON (UPI) — Conservative 
women, 
angered 
by 
fem inist 
domination of the National Women’s 
Conference, are soliciting thousands 
of signatures on a document con­ 
demning abortion, federal child care, 
the Equal Rights Amendment and 
lesbians. 
The unprecedented four-day con­ 
ference of American women opens 
today, drawing an estim ated 20,000 
women to Houston. About 2,000 official 
delegates will vote on a proposed 
feminist manifesto to be submitted to 
Congress and the president. 
Conservatives led by Republican 
author Phyllis Schlafly insist the 
conference leaders have improperly 
used $5 million in federal funds to 
promote feminist causes — including 
ERA, abortion and lesbian rights. 
The backlash among conservative 
women has been so intense that many 
conference leaders fear 
violence. 
Conference leader Bella Abzug said 
more than $40,000 will be spent to 
maintain order between the con­ 
servatives and feminists. 
Portraying themselves as a “ pro- 
family” coalition, the conservatives 
officially started their counterattack 
Thursday with 
a 
newspaper ad­ 
vertisem ent suggesting the con­ 
ference will advocate homosexuality. 
The h e a d l i n e asked: “ Mommy, 
when I grow up can I be a lesbian?” 
Ms. Abzug described the ad as 
“ exploitative of fears and in ac­ 
curate.” 
The ad invited like-minded people to 


atten d a coun ter-rally Saturday, 
which sponsors claim will draw an 
estim ated 10,000 men and women 
coming on chartered buses and air­ 
planes from across the nation. 
The conservative lead ers also 
disclosed 
they 
a re 
gathering 
thousands of signatures on counter 
documents that will be collected at the 
rally and sent to President Carter. 
Resolutions proposed in the document 
would: 
— Enact a constitutional amend­ 
ment against abortion. 
—Abolish federal support for child 
care because “childrearing is a God- 
given responsibility and privilege of 
parents, not the governm ent.” 


—Defeat the ERA because “a strict 
constitutional rule requiring equality 
between the sexes at all tim es does not 
respect the difference between men 
and 
women in 
the 
child-bearing 
function and their physical strength.” 
—Insist that homosexuality will not 
be “taught, glorified or otherwise 
promoted as acceptable” 
because 
“the traditional family has proven to 
be beneficial to society.” 
C onservative so urces predicted 
these resolutions also would be of­ 
fered at the conference — along with 
four others opposing federal child 
abuse laws and pornography, and 
advocating im proved rig h ts for 
homemakers and older women.

This survey was conducted 
by THA to determine if 
Texas 
hospitals 
are 
currently in compliance with 
the 
proposed 
"National 
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Guidelines 
for 
Health 
Planning’’ 
that 
were 
published in the Federal 
Register by the Department 
of Health, Education and 
Welfare (D HEW ). 
O. Ray Hurst, President of 
THA, said, 
"This survey 
indicates 
that 
if 
these 
guidelines are finalized as 
published, 
most 
of 
the 
hospitals in Texas will be 
forced to drastically reduce 
services or close. 
"In this day of outstanding 
medical advances it is tragic 
that our federal government 
wants to deny our citizens 
quality health care in the 
local community.” 
The 
survey 
results 
in­ 
dicate that the impact of 
these proposals will fall most 
heavily on 
the smaller 
hospitals (IOO beds and 
under). 
Over 96 percent of these 
smaller hospitals would be 
closed because of annual 
occupancy below 80 percent 
if the proposals are carried 
to their ultimate end. 
Almost 96 percent would 
be forced to close the ob­ 
stetrical 
unit and send 
mothers-to-be to distance 
facilities for delivery. 
Hurst went on to say "we 
can’t believe that our elected 
officials w ill permit the 
bureaucrats to deny health 
care 
to 
our 
citizens. 
However, this could happen 
based on these proposals 
unless the public joins with 
hospitals and physicians to 
oppose

Help Liven Up Dwelling 
By Using Hanging Baskets 


If you don’t have room for 
all the gorgeous plants you 
wanted to put in your house, 
don’t worry. Jast hang them 
somewhere, 
suggests 
Mr 
Kisinger, county agent for 
the 
Texas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
‘‘Hanging baskets can 
liven up terraces, porches, 
eaves or the walls of a 
house,” says Risinger. ‘‘Any 
types of drooping, spreading 
plants such as ferns or 
airplane plants look good in 
hanging baskets.” 
Asparagus sprengeri ferns 
are good for hanging baskets 
because they can tolerate a 


lot of direct sun and some 
cold 
Succulents are also 
fairly hardy plants. Boston 
type ferns require high 
humidity and partial shade. 
Periw inkles 
are 
well 
suited to hanging baskets 
and will bloom through the 
hottest weather until the 
first frost. Petunias, which 
also 
look 
a ttra c tiv e 
in 
hanging baskets, are best to 
use during the spring and 
early sum m er 
Any clay or ceramic pot 
with good drainage hung in a 
galvanized w ire, wooden, 
terra cotta or string hanging 
planter is suitable to use.

“ Use a good potting soil 
which is high in organic 
m atter Put the plants in the 
basket at the sam e depth 
they 
w ere 
originally 
grow ing,” 
advises

Risinger “ Allow about an 
inch of space between the 
soil line and the top of the 
container, so w ater does not 
overflow.” 
A convenient way W ^ater 
and fertilize hangingtiaskets 
is to immerse therypntire 
container in a tub o tw a te r 
containing a small amount of 
soluble fertilizer.

hot, dry w eather, notes

can be yours by using a mass 
planting of ranunculus this 
fall or early winter. These 
tuberous-rooted plants are 
not rare but are seldom tried 
by many gardeners. 
Plant ranunculus tubers 
ab o u t 
rn id -N o v em b er, 
suggests E verett Janne. 
landscape horticulturist with 
the 
T exas 
A gricultural 
Extension Service. 
Each tuber will send up 
num erous straig h t stem s 
that will produce colorful 
flowers. In March and April. 
a colorful array of yellow, 
orange, red, pink and white 
flowers will brighten the 
area. The flowers can also be 
used for long lasting indoor 
arrangem ents. 
Ranunculus can be used 
effectively in pots and tubs 
on the patio. When used in 
this m anner, they should be 
planted about 3 to 4 inches 
ap a rt. 
They also m ake 
delightful 
companions for 
potted late varieties of 
daffodils, notes Janne. 
Ranunculus are half-hardy 
members of the buttercup 
family and are native to 
S outheastern Europe and 
Southw estern Asia. They 
thrive in areas of cool nights 
and warm days prominent in 
much of Texas in late winter 
and e a rly spring. They 
prefer a fertile, fairly light, 
w ell-drained soil. Raised 
beds enhance drainage, and 
sand and organic m atter can 
be worked into soil if it is the 
heavy type. 


For 
best 
results, 
the 
h o r tic u ltu r is t 
su g g e sts 
soaking tubers overnight in 
warm w ater before planting. 
Plant so the claws of the 
tubers are pointing straight 
down, spacing them 6 to IO 
inches apart and covering 
with no more than I inch of 
soil. W ater thoroughly after 
p la n tin g . 
A d d itio n a l 
w atering 
will 
not 
be 
n ecessary 
until 
green 
sprouts appear in about two 
weeks unless the weather is 
hot and dry. The tubers may 
rot if kept too wet before 
roots form, yet they must not 
dry out. 
Once plants are full grown, 
they need regular watering 
and fertilizing.

ASK DOC GARD NER 
by NEIL SPERRY 


Dear Doc: When should we 
dig and divide our violets? 
Right now is fine. That 
way they’ll re-establish and 
be ready to grow early come 
spring You also could divide 
them immediately after they 
flower in the springtime. 
Dear Doc: Could you give us 
some pointers on storing our 
caladium bulbs until spring? 
This is a gamble, at best. 
Caladium 
bulbs 
(actually 
tubers) seem ready to rot at 
the slightest invitation. As a 
result, you’ll want to dig 
them once all their tops have 
died down. Shape soil gently 
away from them, but do not 
wash them. Lay them to dry 
on newspaper in 
a 
well 
ventilated garage for 2-3 
days. Once they have dried 
and soil has caked away 
from them, lay them in dry 
perlite, saw dust or peat 
moss. Put them in individual 
layers, 
with 
bulbs 
not 
touching 
one 
another. 
Sprinkle each layer of the 
dry packing m aterial and 
more bulbs. Store them cool 
(50-60 degrees) and dry. Do 
not allow tem peratures to go 
below 45-50 degrees. Plant 


them in early April, once soil 
and air tem peratures have 
warmed up somewhat 


Dear Doc: We need a good 
looking shade tree for a 
fairly low spot in our yard. 
Oaks have died, as has one 
large 
pecan. 
Any 
suggestions? 
Certainly the best chance 
you have would be with bald 
cypress, the old swamp 
liver. Though it doesn’t 
require swam py conditions 
to survive, it will tolerate 
them and grow quite hand­ 
somely. This is a beautiful 
upright shade tree, one well 
suited to Texas conditions. It 
is deciduous, meaning that it 
will lose its leaves in winter. 
A good tree for you to try.

years and it’s survived every 
winier, even last winter. 
You'll have better chances if 
you will cut the tops off 
im m ediately 
after 
they 
freeze so decay cannot creep 
back down the stems into the 
root system. You m ay also 
find a 
bark or compost 
mulch of help. Keep the 
plants well watered through 
winter so their roots won’t 
dry out. Lantana generally 
springs back early in the 
season and begins flowering 
by April or May. You should 
be just as happy with it next 
year as you have been this. 


Dear Doc: Could you give 
me reasons why tips of our 
spider plant have turned so 
brown lately? Almost every 
leaf is at least one-third 
dead. 


Marginal and tip-leaf burn 
are tough 
to 
diagnose, 
particularly without seeing 
your plant. They generally 
point to root 
problem s, 
especially too much or too 
little fertilizer salt. Spider 
plants 
a re 
easily 
un­ 
derw atered 
particu larly 
once they grow quite large 
with 
all 
th eir 
hanging 
playlets to support. Not that 
I’d suggest you flood the 
plant daily but you might try 
to analyze past watering 
habits. You can clip the 
leaves and m anicure them to 
look fairly normal. By then, 
changing your w atering 
patterns, you probably can 
restore your plant to its 
former beauty.

With With Fall Weather 
Think Spring, Plant Bulbs 


In the fall, think spring. 
Spring is just around the 
corner, but only if you’ve 
planted 
your 
spring 
flowering bulbs. If you’ve 
been w aiting for cooler 
weather to get inspired, and 
to get your spring flowering 
bulbs bought and planted, 
well now’s your chance. 
With fall weather finally 
favoring us. it’s time for 
gardeners to get busy and 
“think spring”. And I hope 
The Backyard Gardner By PATRICK DENTON 
Copley News Service 


I would encourage all 
serious backyard gardeners 
to note mistakes made in last 
season’s garden. It’s a sure 
way to keep the garden im­ 
proving. It’s also a bit of fun 
to play detective in the gar­ 
den, investigating causes of 
failures so they will not be re­ 
peated for example. 
This year we had quite nice 
bush beans, but it seemed to 
me that the plants just did not 
look ah that great. They were 
clean from insects, well ferti­ 
lized and cultivated, kept 
weed-free. But they just 
seemed a bit droopy to me. 
Well, the other night I 
picked up a little book to read 
in bed. It is called “Old 
Wives’ Lore for Gardeners.” 
One section is on what 
plants tend to do well to­ 
gether, and which should not 
be planted close to each 
other. It is noted that gladioli 
are very bad for peas and 
beans. Now I always put my 
glads in 
the 
vegetable 
garden, because we use them 
for cut flowers. And wouldn’t 


you know it — my beans were 
right next to the glads in the 
garden. 
Now I can tell you that 
when it comes time to plant 
the garden next spring, this is 
one backyard gardener who 
is going to pay better atten­ 
tion to this business of com­ 
panion planting, or if you 
want to be more technical, 
the bio-dynamic method of 
planting. 
Backyard gardeners must 
also learn to adapt to chang­ 
ing conditions in their gar­ 
dens year by year. 
For example, my wife has 
always loved geraniums in 
her little corner patch by the 
kitchen door. However, we 
planted some vines on a 
trellis in front of that patch of 
garden. These vines have 
suddenly taken off and have 
produced shade over her be­ 
loved geraniums, which are 
just stretching their little 
necks up for more light. Ttiis 
coming year she will have to 
move her geraniums out of 
that shade and perhaps re­ 


place them with the shade- 
loving house plants which 
burnt up last year under the 
non-shade of an overly- 
pruned tree. 
Lest you think that all of 
our backyard garden was a 
disaster last year, let me note 
some successes which might 
give you some more positive 
ideas for your own garden. 
Always looking for space- 
saving ideas which will allow 
us to fit more plantings into 
our back yard, my wife 
planted several vining plants 
up against our wire fences 
For Nov. 


along the property line. One 
small stretch of garden along 
our fence line was hard to 
water. We planted hubbard 
squash, vegetable spaghetti 
and morning glory there, 
with little marigolds in front. 
They grew up the fence and 
ripened their fruit resting on 
the compost heap on the other 
side of the fence. With the 
children splashing from their 
pool also edging that patch, it 
also kept well watered. 
We did the same thing with 
cucumbers on another sec­ 
tion of wire fencing. 


that will be more than just a 
slogan. Follow it with some 
bulb planting action. 
Spring flowering bulbs for 
fall planting are now in good 
supply at your 
favorite 
nursery or garden supply 
store. Your nurseryman has 
selected varieties of tulips, 
h y a c in t h s , 
d a f f o d i ls , 
ranunculus, 
anem ones, 
Dutch iris, grape hyacinth, 
and others which are best 
adapted to your area. 
As with any gardening you 
do, it’s always wise to plan 
before you plant. Here are 
som e pointers that should 
help you get the most of your 
flowering bulb dollar: 
Know 
what 
colors 
and 
types of bulbs you’ll be using 
and where and how many of 
each you’ll be needing 
Choose varieties that will 
give an extended blooming 
season. Some flowers will 
pop out at the first promise 
of spring, while others hold 


back 
w eeks 
longer. 
By 
selectin g 
your 
varieties 
carefully, you can have 
blooms for as long as five or 
six weeks. 
If at all possible, mass 
colors together in the beds 
Try all red, all pink, or all 
yellow in a single bed. Mixed 
colors just don't show up as 
dramatically. 


Select your bulbs early. 
Like anything else, the best 
goes first. Don’t wait until 
everything gets picked over 


Hold tulip and hyacinth 
bulbs in refrigerator until 
m id - D e c e m b e r . 
T h ey 
require colder soil tem ­ 
peratures than we usually 
get in Texas. If not properly 
chilled the flowers may not 
bloom or may fail to push 
above the ground. 
Special attention should be 
given to the location of the 
bulb bed itself. Most bulbs 
prefer a sunny site. 
The 


growth is more vigorous and 
the colors are sharper 
Prepare the soil carefully. 
Spade the .soil thoroughly to 
provide the loose texture 
which makes it possible for 
air to penetrate deeply and 
a ssist 
in 
optim um 
root 
developm ent 
U se coarse 
sand, peat moss or other 
organic material to loosen 
heavy, tight soil 
Lay the bulbs out on the 
soil according to your plan 
Most large bulbs should be 
spaced from 8 to IO inches 
apiin while the smaller ones 
should be at three to six inch 
spacings 
Check 
a 
bulb 
planting 
chart so that proper depth is 
observed This is important 
to success. A rule of thumb is 
to plant the bulb about three 
times the diameter of the 
bulb. Plant with points up 


(except “claw s” down on 
ranunculus). 
Water 
the 
beds 
after 
planting and 
on 
an 
“as 
needed” basis during the 
winter months. 
A 
final 
note 
about 
tulips. 
P lease don’t make 
the m istake of planting 
tulips before they have been 
precooled 
in 
your 
refrigerator for four to five 
weeks This time spent in the 
refrigerator is important to 
them, and to you if you want 
them to bloom properly. Just 
put the sack of tulip bulbs 
down 
in 
the 
vegetable 
crisper out of the way, then

Planting onion seed now in 
a sunny corner of the garden 
will produce an added spice 
for Christmas festivities or 
shortly 
th erea fter. 
The 
timing of your onion crop is 
important. For sm all, bunch 
onions, harvesting can begin 
several months 
after the 
seed is planted while the 
onion is still in the immature 
stage. 
For bulb onions, allow the 
plants to grow another three 
to four months. The reason 
for the correct timing is due 
to the vegetative growth of 
the leaves and bulbs. If seed 
is planted too early, cold 
weather will cause the young 
plants to flower instead of 


d eveloping into bunching 
onions and later bulbs. 
A sm all, tight space will do 
well for mature bulb onions 
w hich need only three inches 
of space around them for 
grow th. 
L ittle 
bunching 
onions 
require even 
less 
area. But both types need a 
fertile bed to thrive in, points 
out Risinger. 
Cultivate the ground to a 
two-inch depth. Add peat 
moss or fine ground bark if 
the ground is clumpy or 
packy. 
Plant the rows several at a 
tim e about three inches 
apart and allow for three 
feet of row for each onion 
lover in the family. Plant 
two to four seeds per each 
inch. Cover seeds with about 
one-half inch of soil and firm 
it lightly. 
Keep the top inch of the 
bed moist for a week to allow 
the young plants to em erge. 
Mulching or daily sprinkling 
helps keep the soil moist, 
adds Risinger. 


Last chance for spring 
flow ering 
bulbs. 
Plant 
daffodils, tulips, hyacinths, 
crocus, anem one, ranun­ 
culus, grape hyacinth and 
the other spring bloomers. 
Spring annual 
flow ers 
(pansies, pinks, wallflowers, 
snapdragons, etc.) 
need 
either to be planted right 
now, or in very late winter 
(m id-February on). Fall 
plantings 
g iv e 
quicker 
spring color. 
Divide daylilies, peonies, 
daffodils, iris, oxalis, daisies 
and other spring-flowering 
perennials. 
Pests on your house plants 
will likely include whiteflies, 
aphids, 
m ealyb ugs 
and 
scales. Tender house plant 
sprays are available, though 
you’ll still want to use them 
cautiously until you’re sure 
they’re safe for your plants. 
Prepare now for fireblight 
sprays 
on 
loquat. 
Strep­ 
tomycin sprays will need to 


be applied during full bloom 
(late November-December) 
for best effect. Don’t wait 
until the devastating disease 
causes damage. 
Start composting now for 
spring gardening. If possible 
shred leaves and pile them 
right on your garden space. 
Keep fallen leaves raked 
up to avoid packing and 
matting. 
Water throughout winter 
dry 
sp ells. 
In 
betw een 
waterings keep hoses rolled 
up 
indoors, 
preferably 
hanging. Don’t leave them 
hanging outdoors, stretched 
across driveways, etc. 
Store tools carefully prior 
to winter. Oil and sharpen 
cutting 
ed ges. 
Drain 
gasoline from tanks or run 
until empty.

Home Loans to Veteran’s Reach High 


Interest in GI home loans 
reached levels in fiscal year 
1977 that haven’t been seen 
in more than two decades, 
Jack Coker, director of the 
Waco VA Regional Office, 
said today. 
VA received over 711,700 
appraisal requests during 
the year, the third highest 
total 
in 
the 
program ’s 
history. Only FY 1955 and 


FY 1956 were higher. 
The FY 1977 total was 13 
percent above the total 
received a year earlier. A 
VA appraisal of a house is a 
first step to applying for a 
VA guaranteed loan. 
Applications for GI home 
loans followed the trend for 
appraisal 
requests. 
VA 
received 455,900 applications 
in FY 1977, exceeded only by 


the peak years of FY 1955 
and FY 1956 The FY 1977 
total was 19 percent above 
the number received a year 
ago 
Coker 
said 
VA 
loan 
guaranty officials attribute 
some of the new business to a 
1975 law that eased GI loan 
eligibility. 
Prior to January I, 1975, a 
veteran who had once used 


Collins Urges Presidental 
Acceptance of Tax Cut 


Congressman Jim Collins 
today 
urged 
President 
Carter to accept 
a 
per­ 
manent tax cut in order to 
solve the unemployment 
problem 
that 
currently 
exists across the nation. 
Collins made his recom­ 
mendation 
after 
the 
President endorsed a full 
employm ent bill without 
m a n d a t i n g 
s p e c i f i c 
governm ent programs to 
achieve it. 
“ The 
reduction 
of 
unemployment 
in 
this 
country can only be ac­ 
complished by an expansion 
in the private secto r,’’ 
Collins said. “ Econom ic 
projections show that an 
immediate across-the-board 
30 percent personal income 
tax 
cut 
would 
create 
1,218,000 new jobs next year 
alone. By 1985, there would 
be more than 5.4 million new 
jobs available.” 
The full employment bill 
the President endorsed is a 
very modified version of the 


so-called 
Humphrey-Haw- 
kins 
bill. 
Unlike 
the 
Humphrey-Hawkins version, 
however, the new bill sets 
yearly goals for reduction in 
the number of unemployed 
without specifically saying 
how the goals will be met. 
The tax cuts Collins called 
for are contained in a bill he 
sponsored that would per­ 
manently reduce taxes for 
both individuals and in­ 
dustry. 
For a fam ily of four 
earning $8000 a year, for 
example, Collins’ bill would 
reduce the amount they pay 
in income tax by 90 percent. 
Overall, the take-home pay 
of the 
American 
worker 
would be increased by $10 
billion the first year after the 
bill becomes law. 
“You simply can’t create 
m assive 
federal 
job 
programs in order to solve 
the unemployment problem 
in this country,” the Third 
D istrict 
C ongressm an 
declared.

The law also provided the 
original veteran’s liability 
be removed automatically 
and eligibility restored if 
another veteran purchases 
the property and substitutes 
his VA loan eligibility for 
that of the seller. Prior 


approval by VA of the new 
buyer is required. 


Since June 22, 1944, more 
than 9.8 million veterans and 
service 
m em bers 
have 
borrowed $138 billion under 
the 
VA 
loan 
guaranty 
program. The VA guaran­ 
tees 60 percent of the loan 
amount or up to a maximum 
guaranty of $17,500. 


The benefit is available to 
veterans and active-duty 
personnel with at least 181 
days service. Also eligible 
are unmarried surviving 
spouses of veterans who died 
from 
service-connected 
causes and spouses of ser­ 
vice members listed as 
missing in action for more 
than 90 days. 
Information on VA home 
loan benefits can be obtained 
at any VA office, veterans 
county service officer or 
from veterans’ organization 
service officers.
